once our safety and our greatest glory 

But we can see nothing in the dispatch- 
es justifying a doubt of Gen. Sherman’s 
good faith io his action with the rebel 
General looking towards peace.

but not the honesty of intention, as we 
think. That it was a false step seems to | 
be fully appreciated by those who bave 
the directing of our National affairs, but 
an explanation is found in the idiosyn- | 
erasies of Sherman with regard to the 
people of the South, which must have 
been noticed by those who have read 
his recent correspondenee, that bas found 
its way into print. 

But it seems passing strange that any

ed so madly to destroy. It illy becomes 
them even to demand, or us to concede, 
other terms than unconditional submis- 
sion and surrender. After that, will be 
the time, if ever, to talk of terms. 

It is becanse they have all along known 

success to be bopeless, that they. have 
sought to take the settlement of their 
difficulties out of the President’s bands, 
‘where it is plaeed by the Constitution, 
and transfer it to those of Military Com- 
manders, where it does not, and should 
never, belong. Cun we not trace some 
connection between this scheme and the 
conspiracy to strike cown at one fell 
swoop, not only Abrabam Lincoln, but 
the heads of tbe civil Government, and 
thus allow all authority to lapse into 
military bands and make a temporary 
dictatorsbip almost a necessity.

The Times’ special says: Mosby se- 
cured a basis of agreement similar to 
that obtained by Jobnston. A person 
present at the consultation inferins the 
correspondent toat the memorandum or 
basis of agreement was drawu up by 
Gen. Chapman, in the presence of twen- 
ty-two Federal and twenty rebel officers, 
and provided that Mosby shewld surren- 
der upon the same terms as Jobnston, if 
the latter should surrender, and that 
two days armistice should be allowed to 
submit the agreement to Gen. Hancock 
for his. approval, and that if Hancock 
approved, then ten days were to be al- 
lowed Mosby to get a reply from Johns- 
ton, and in the mean time, no skirmish- 
ing should take place in Forquer or 
Loudon counties. That if Jobnston 
failed to surrender or got whipped, 
Mosby would surrender on the terms 
upon which Lee surrendered. 

The World's special says: A letter 


from Burksville, Va., states that some of | 


the paroled men from Lee's army had 
been detected in tearing up the railroad 
between that place and Richmond. The 
parties are not caught ; but if arrested, 
they are liable to be tried immediately, 
and shot for a violation of the paroles. 

The same adds, that the last remnant 
of Lee's army, composed of some dozen 
wagons and old ambulances, had taken 
their melancholy departure for home. 

A good many of Lee’s old officers de- 
clare they can never live io the South 
or North, and they shall either go to 
Europe or Mexico; though they prefer 
to join the North and enforce the Mon- 
roe @pctrine on the latter.

It might furnish a ground for 
responsibility by the Federal govern- 
ment to pay the rebel debt, and certain- 
ly subject loyal citizens of rebel States 
to debt consumed by rebels in the name 
of the State. : 

Sixth. It puts in dispute the existence 
of loyal State governments, and the new 
State of West Virginia. which has been 
recognized by every department of the 
United States government. 

Seventh. It practically abolished the 
confiscation laws, relieved the rebels of 
every degree who slaughtered our peo- 
ple, from all the pains and penalties for 
their crime. | 

Eighth. It gave terms that have been 
deliberately, repeatedly and solemnly 
rejected by President Lincoln, and bet- 
ter terms than the rebels bad ever asked 
in their most prosperous condition. 

Ninth. It formed no basis of a true 
and lasting peace, but relieved the reb- 
els from the pressure of our victories 
and leit them in a condition to renew
